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PREFACE. 



The regular daily practice of £eimily devotion comes so con- 
tinually, that the multiplication of helps is not without its 
advantage against the danger of mere formal repetitions. 
May it please the Lord to bless each scriptural effort, thus to 
assist the devotions of his people ! The circumstances of the 
times are so peculiar, and the unfoldings of Providence are so 
remarkable, as justly to call on the minister of Christ to supply 
his people with hints for prayers suited to these times. 

Calendars for the regular reading of the Scriptures have 
been given. It is most important to join a portion of God's 
vord to this service. The Calendar of Lessons will furnish 
a selection of lessons where the whole is too long to be read, 
or not suitable for £unily reading. The Epistles and Gospels 
for the Feasts and Fasts will furnish a further variety. 
Matthew Heniy used to say that they who pray, do well; 
they who pray and read the Scriptures, do better ; they who 
pray, and read, and sing, do best ; this is true, provided the 
heart go along with the worship, and we are led from the 
outward to the inward service. 

The Author's plan has long been to sing a psabn or hymn, 
read a short portion from the New Testament in regular 
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course in the morning, and from the Old in the evening, 
explain it in a practical manner, and then unite with his 
femily in prayer, founded on the instruction given, and con- 
nected with the events of the day. 

It is very desirable that family prayer should not be some- 
thing distinct and separate from the usual spirit and habits 
of the family ; but the refreshing and strengthening of all 
the ordinary course and feelings, and the very centre of the 
family interest and happiness, gathering round it all that 
most concerns us every day. It is important that it should 
not be merely a venerable custom, but a spring of blessing, 
flowing daily in renewed streams of grace for the whole 
household. 

The Author hopes that the heads of families who shall use 
theso Prayers, may be induced by their general shortness to 
lengthen them as occasion may require, and he gives the 
following hints for this purpose. 

The Scripture read daily in course and order will furnish 
suitable and affecting subjects for confession, petition, inter- 
cession and praise, to be added to the family worship. 

The sermons of the preceding Sabbath, or the Church 
collect for the week, will also furnish farther suitable desires 
and prayers to be added to the forms here given. 

Collects for special graces are added at the close of the book, 
that they may be occasionally used. 

The sacred seasons of the Church of England furnish her 
members also with profitable opportunities of varying and 
enlarging family devotion. 

In this method it is hoped that many a master, or parent, 
or head of a family, giving a few minutes previously in private 
for preparation, will learn by degrees the happy skill of framing 
his own family devotions ; and giving that variety to them 
which will adapt them to the ever-varying circumstancee of 
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a fiimOj, and, through the grace of the Holy Spirit, prevent 
their becomiDg a mere matter of form and cii8tom. 

£xpounding the Scripture is a valuablo addition to fiimily 
prayer. Befleotions on the portion of Scripture read may be 
found in Doddridge, Scott, or in the Commentary on the 
New Testament edited by Mr. Dalton. The Author has ahio 
published Practical Reflections on tlie Four Gospels arranged 
in the form of a Harmony, selected from practical and evan- 
gelical writers. 

In a former work the Author recommended that every 
head of a family should try to attain the holy skill of expo- 
sition in his £simily, and should be a Teacher in his own house. 
The skill is of more easy attainment, and of much more 
important benefit, than is often supposed. Christians might 
thus become more fitted for extensive usefulness. Anything 
tedious and wearisome is to be avoided. Short striking 
addresses to the conscience, drawn from the passage, like 
arrows jfrom the bow, penetrate the heart, but lengthened 
common-place explanation wearies and disgusts, and is in 
ordinary circumstances quite out of place in the family. 
Much, very much of the true blessedness of this service will 
depend on the lively piety of the expounder. Well is it when 
&mily prayer is felt to be such a blessing, that a necessary 
absence is found to be a loss and a privation. 

In closing these prefatory remarks, I would endeavour to 
press upon the heads of families to seek the attainment of the 
blessed privilege of conducting femily devotions without being 
tied to a form, and with all the freedom of unbosoming our 
inward feelings and wants as children of God, to our heavenly 
Parent and ever-present Redeemer. Multiplication of forms 
cannot fully meet the vast variety of Providence, or compre- 
bend the infinite fulness of divine thoughts and pleadings 
given us in the word of God for this blessed duty. What 
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comes warm and direct from the heart will also find its way 
more readily to the hearts of others. 

Gratifying then as is the large and growing demand for 
publicationt of this kind, as showing that this blessed duty 
is more extensively practised, I cannot but hope that in this, 
as well as in other things, the New Covenant direction and 
promise may soon be more realized : " They shall not teach 
every man his neighbour and every man his brother, saying, 
Know the Lord ; but all shall know me, from the least to 
the greatest." 

The highest recompence of all labour is to promote the 
Divine glory in being useful to the souls of our fellow-men. 
May the Lord prosper this effort to this end I I send forth 
this work to the Church, with humble prayer to that heavenly 
Father who has graciously prospered my past publications 
so much beyond my hopes, that it may please him to make 
this &rther effort useful in promoting family devotion among 
my fellow-christians.

CAUTIONS AGAINST FORMALITY. 



At the suggestion of a friend, a few introductory wordf 
warning, on the danger to which this blessed service is 
posed, are prefixed to this book of Family Prayers. Conscie: 
will often exact the performance of an outward duty, wl 
the spirit that should animate it is wholly absent; conscie: 
will often loudly reproach a total omission of family worsl 
but hardly utter a faint whisper of reproof for the irrever 
manner, and the wandering heart, that has mocked the K 
of heaven. Family devotion is of all others most exposed 
these dangers. The sacred associations of the house of C 
tend to throw a solemnity over our public services ; fan 
worship is carried on in the midst of the scenes of < 
domestic intercourse ; — the same chamber that, but a ; 
minutes before, was the scene of social mirth and cheer] 
ness, becomes a Bethel, — a house of God. There is no d( 
oration in this ; far would we be from having any sympa^ 
with the spirit which would throw down our family alti 
and merge all our social worship in the public services of 
sanctuary; the day is coming when the very bells of 
horses shall be inscribed with " Holiness to the Lord," an( 
is a blessed foretaste of that day to hallow our common dw 
ings^ as places where prayer is wont to be made. There is 
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deseoration here; — ^but there is danger, and it is well to 
be aware of the danger, llie narrow path is ever a dangerous 
one, and it must be difficult to mingle religion with our com- 
monest things without making it common, so as to be deficient 
in holy reverence and fear of God. 

Family worship, again, is attended with more dangers than 
private devotion. Secret prayer is, it is to be hoped, with 
most, the first business of the morning before the pressing 
duties of the day crowd on ; family worship, on the contrary, 
is sometimes necessarily a short recal from those busy scenes. 
The work we have left behind, the work that waits our 
return, presses on our minds ; we are tempted to think the 
moments so precious. Surely the prayer is longer than usual 
this morning : the reader is unusually slow ; but at last it is 
3ver, we have done oui^ duty, we have paid the tribute due 
to our Christian profession, we may hurry now to the real 
i^ork of the day. These thoughts look appalling when trans- 
lated into words, but is not this — at unhappy moments, — too 
true a picture of many a heart during family worship? Again, 
in secret prayer we are alone with God, — ^a direct demand is 
made on the powers of our own mind, the feelings of our own 
soul : in family worship one speaks for all ; if our attention 
wanders, no one perceives it ; the service continues, the time 
passes, we consider the duty done, conscience is pacified, while 
God is mocked and insulted. 

How then may we guard against the peculiar dangers 
which beset so blessed a service 1 Surely by no power of our 
own : men may mould the most perfect forms of statuary, 
but all mankind would fiiil in giving life to the meanest 
insect ; so is it in the spiritual world ; we may have the most 
perfect forms^ the best outward arrangements, but when it 
comes to giving spiritual life to those forms, we are perfectly 
helpless^ we oan but seek the aid of that Spirit, who first 
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breathed into man's nostrils the breath of life, and who alon 
breathes spiritual life into any of our serrices. Still let x 
not forget that while we are thus helples8> we are bidden t 
stir up ourselves to lay hold on God; while our arm i 
withered, we are bid to stretch it out : What may thee 
commands mean, if not that it is whilst we are endeavourin 
to kindle our own languid feelings, the fire shall descend fi*oi 
heaven upon us ; while we follow hard after God, his righ 
hand shall uphold us 1 

Let us then stir up ourselves by striving to consider th 
end we have in view in family worship ; a reasonable ma 
takes reasonable means to attain his end ; let us inquire th 
end we have in view, we shall then be able to say whethe 
the means we are employing are suitable for its attainmeni 
Do you aim in family worship to honour Godi Oh, in vai; 
do you honour him by outward form and irreverent service 
He has himself declared that it is an abomination to himy h 
is weary to hear it Do you wish to act as is becoming 
Christian household] Indeed family worship is most be 
coming in a Christian household, it should throw a halo ove 
the day. Those who have united in one prayer for each other 
welfare in the morning, should seek each other's welfar 
through the day. Each family circumstance brought befor 
God should be the salt of the day, preserving all from coi 
ruption. But your very salt has lost its savour, your famil 
religion is poisoned in its fountain : talk not of your irreve 
rent worship as that which is becoming in a Christian house 
hold. Do you wish to instruct your femily — ^your servants 
Have you then forgotten that example is far more powerfu 
than precept, |and that morning by morning, evening b 
evening, the chapter hastily read, the prayer irreverentl 
hurried through, is impressing on the minds of your childre 
and your servants the idea^ that the least important, th 
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mortireBrisonie part of each day's work is the few minutes 
which custom requires to be given to God 1 Is it that you 
wish to gain for your fiunily that blessing of the Lord which 
you know noaketh rich 1 True, this blessing is promised to 
piayer, especially to united prayer, but it is promised to those 
who ask, who seek, who knock; not merely to those who 
meet together, kneel, and repeat prayers. Do not mistake 
God's word ; it is full of promises to those who pray, but 
hearken to its solemn words to those who thoughtlessly repeat 
prayers : ** Use not vain repetitiona cu the heathen do, for 
they think that they ehcUl be heard for their much speaking.*' 
Matt. tL 7. One question more we would ask. — Is it your 
object to be considered a Christian family 1 If so, this indeed 
you may gain. Man does not read the heart ; irreverence of 
manner may be known no farther than your immediate family 
circle : but listen to the cutting words of Jesus, ITtey have 
their reward / You have struggled for a bubble, and verily 
you haye obtained it. But can you, as immortal beings, rest 
content with it ? If not, if any of the higher, holier aims we 
have named are at all in your heart, oh ! as reasonable men 
arouse yourselves, and see how unreasonable a means for their 
attainment your heartless worship has been. 

But we may stir up our minds not only by the consi- 
deration of the blessing lost, in mere formal worship, but of 
the actual evil done. Consider the glorious Being whom you 
have mocked and insulted, by drawing near to Him with 
your lips while your hearts were fax &om him. Contrast the 
respect, the lively interest you would show to a superior 
in rank, who should for a few minutes honour your &mily 
dnde with his company, with the weariness, the irreverence, 
you manifest when in &mily worship. You have directly 
invited among you the King of glory. Read how God o6m- 
plains of this your unreasonable conduct, Isa. i. 10 — 18; 

c 
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Amos y. 21 — 2i; Matt. i. 13, and say whether it be a light 
evil jou have committed? Consider again the goodness and 
mercy which have attended you as a femily through your 
whole couTBe.^-consider the new love and mercy each new 
morning brings, the watchful care that guarded you through 
the helpless hours of night, — ^the bright light of morning, — 
the awaking to health, peace, and safety, — the supply of 
daily wants, all the mercies that crowd round a family table; 
see a family thus blessed, meeting together, and declaring, 
(for oh, remember our most secret thoughts have a voice in 
the ear of the Most High ! ) declaring, that it is a weariness 
to them to return thanks to their Benefactor, — that they 
care not for his presence and protection through the day, — 
that the Saviour who died for them is an unwelcome guest. 
Is this a small evil? Consider it then in its aspect towards 
your own souls. Is it not truly said, Habit is a second 4 
nature ; is it then a small evil, in addition to all other diffi- 
culties, to lay upon your own souls the weight of a long 
habit of formal prayer? 

Surely we have said enough to show the evil and danger 
of a formal femily worship ! We have indeed spoken more 
directly of those flagrant cases where a tone of impatience 
or lightness visibly pervades the service ; the true nature of 
a sin is more easily discerned in its most open forms, but 
this does not render its first approaches the less dangerous. 
Our great enemy, wishing to lead us blindfold to destruction, 
seldom casts us down sudden precipices; the first descent 
towards evil is slow and gentle ; family worship impatiently 
hurried over one day when business much pressed, — wan- 
dering thoughts admitted, sometimes unconfessed, unrepented 
of : it seemed so trifling, conscience gave no alarm, yet what 
hosts of dangers lurk behind these first trifling steps! Nor 
is this warning needless even to Christians in a Christian 
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ItoaaehQld. Where the outward service is most solemn, fitted 
to be most refreshing, it is then a precious recal from the 
irarld's pressure, a blessed reyival of the holy wishes and 
resolutions of secret prayer; the enemy well knows its value, 
nor mil he spare his devices to engross to himself, by wan- 
dering thoughts, minutes otherwise so dangerous to him ; let 
us watch and pray, or surely we shall enter into temptation. 
Something may perhaps be done to avoid the dangers we 
have described as attending family worship, by such domestic 
arrangements as shall provide carefully that there be no work 
that ought to be done during the time set apart for devotion ; 
othervnse the minds of some must be distracted between the- 
duty ihey have been obliged to leave, and that more solemn 
one in which they are engaged ; we have no right to undertake 
more work than we can accomplish without infringing on 
Grod's hours in the day. Something also may perhaps in some 
&miliesbe done to bring the minds of those under instruction, 
more directly in exercise during family worship, so as to avoid 
the indifference attending mere listening; but after all, the 
evil is in the heart, and it is to the heart the remedy must 
he applied : true prayer is communion and intercourse with 
God, but how shall we hold communion with God, while he 
is a stranger, — ^while, to use the awfiil language of Scripture, 
we are at enmity toith Him ? Either His presence will be a 
source of harassing fear, or we shall shake it off altogether, 
and fill up the space with vain and wandering thoughts. It 
is useless to strive to cut off the wandering thoughts, the 
mind cannot remain empty ; unless God be a welcome guest, 
the world cannot be excluded. Here then, as ever, we are 
driven to Christ, the sinner's only refuge ; — sin has made us 
the strangenf, the enemies of God, but Christ has taken away 
an by the sacrifice of himself; sin has shut the door between 
Ttt and God, but through Christ we both have access by one 
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Spirit unto the Father; sin. hid the love of God from our 
view^ but the cross of Christ shows that love in such over- 
powering tenderness, that, when really believed, it melts 
man's heart; he cannot hold out against such love, he feds 
his Father is reconciled. Now prayer or communion with 
that Father is sweet, the world is driven out, for the aching 
void is filled with something more satisfying. 

The hardest sdnner then has no reason to say, I cannot 
prfty. God is reconciled to sinners in Christ; he has given 
a free invitation to draw near; only do not pretend to enjoy 
the pleasures of his Father's bosom, while you refuse to take 
a step to return to your Father's house. Till the heart be 
reconciled to God, whatever we may do to promote the out- 
ward decency of &mily worship, there will be no cure for its 
real formality.

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GOOD FRIDAY MORNING. 

TO LBABN THE LESSONS TAUGHT BT OHBIST'fi PASSIOir. 

THOU Lord of lords and King (rf kings, whose 
visage was once so marred more than anj man, and thj 
form more than the sons of men, who gavest thy back 
to the smiters, and thy cheeks to them that plucked off 
the hair, and didst not hide thy face from shame and 
from spitting, help us to gaze and admire, to realize and 
be filled with love and humility while we commemoiste 
thy humiliation. Thou didst become obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross, for us and for our 
salvation ; help us then now to come near to that scene 
of thy sufferings, and behold Thee, the Lamb of God, 
taking away the sin of the world. 

Help us to view Thee in Q^thsemane, where thy sod 
was exceeding sorrowM unto death, and hear thy 
repeated prayers and thy strong crying, that if possible 
the hour might pass from Thee, and to copy thy petfect 
resignation to the holy will of God. In tiiy agony, in 
thy dreadful sweat of great drops of blood, help us to 
see the costly price of our redemption, the inexpressible 
evil of sin, and the unsearchable fulness of thy love. Oh, 
give us, under our lighter trials, to abotind in j^yer, 
lest we enter into temptation. 

In the traitor Judas coming with the l>and of men and 
officers from the chief priests and Hiarisees, let us see 
the dreadful wickedness of the unconverted, of thy fidse 
disciples and thy open enemies ; and, in the yam repent- 
ance and self-destruction of Judas, may we learn the sad 
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end of sucli transgression. In the forsaking of all thy 
disciples, of John who lay in thy bosom, of James who 
said he was able to drink of thy cup, and of Peter, who 
had so often promised never to deny Thee, let ns discern 
what OUR hearts would be in the hour of temptation, 
and that the only safety of any one of ns is in thy keep- 
ing ns, so Ihat our faith fail not. 

Let us be warned by Peter's example, and be pre- 
served from using carnal weapons of defence ; and in 
the darkest seasons have entire confidence in the infinite 
faithfulness of thy heavenly Father, and fuU assurance 
of the fulfilment of all thy word : and guard us by Peter's 
awful fall, from presumption, from associating with the 
ungodly, and from being ashamed of Thee and denying 
Thee. O Lord, hold us up, that we may be safe. 

In thy open confession, O Christ, before the high 
priest, let us learn to speak the truth, though we should 
have to lay down life itself for it, and let us not be sur- 
prised if we have to sufier for truth itself. Teach us to 
view Thee, O Jesus, brought before ihe Boman governor 
Pontius Pilate, and there witnessing a good confession, 
that Thou art the King of the Jews, and that thy king- 
dom is not of this world, but a heavenly kingdom ; and 
give us grace to belong to that kingdom, and wfflingly 
to suffer for it, that we may reign with Thee for ever.

For our sakes, O blessed Lord, Thou didst fast forty 
days and forty nights ; Thou wast tempted of Satan, 
and didst offer up strong crying and tears for our Bakes; 
Thou didst go through darkness and trouble, a bitter 
agony and a bloody sweat, and wast numbered with the 
transgressors, that we might be accounted righteous. 
Oh, what thanks do we owe to Thee for thy great 
redemption ! We believe that Thou wast wounded for 
our transgressions, that Thou wast bruised for our 
iniquities, that the chastisement of our peace was upon 
Thee, and that by thy stripes we are healed. Oh, then, 
give us to look unto Thee whom, by our sins, we have 
pierced, and mourn, and be in bitterness for them.

Let not this season be abused to 
foster the spirit of bondage and self-righteousness on the 
one hand, nor neglected and disregarded in a worldly, 
careless spirit ; but be everywhere made profitable by a 
due improvement of it, to the benefit of immortal souls, 
through Jesus our Eedeemer.

And 
thus grant that, being risen with Christ, we may ever 
sedt those things which are above, where Christ sitteth 
at thy right hand : not setting our affections on things 
on tiiie earth, but on things above. Oh, make us dead 
to sin and the world, and let x)ur life be hid with Christ 
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in Thee; that bo when Christ, who is our life, shall 
appear, we may hear his voice with joy, welcome his 
coming, and appear with Him in glory. God Almighty, 
grant it, for Jesus Christ's sake.

O Lord God, who hast made heaven and earth, by 
thy great power and stretched-out arm ; who didst rest 
from all thy works on the seventh day, and bless it, and 
sanctify it; the great, the mighty G^, the Lord of 
hosts is thy name. Great in counsel and mighty in 
working, thine eyes are open upon all the sons of men, 
to give every one according to his ways, and according 
to the fruit of his doings: we worship, on this thy 
holy Sabbath, Thee our God, our own God, because 
Thou art the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ 
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O Lord, it is thy day, the first Sabbath of another 
month, the first Sabbath of another year ; we raise then 
to Thee our grateful thanksgivings, for the blessings 
without number which we as a family enjoy, and for all 
thy goodness which encompasses us about on every side. 
Not, O Lord, that we are better than others : oh, help 
us deeply to feel and bewail our great sinfulness in thy 
sight, both as a family together and every one in his 
own soul. The Ught of thy mercies may indeed fuUy 
manifest to us our great inconsistencies, our deep ingra- 
titude, and the vileness of all our offences. But to 
sovereign grace and free love we owe every thing. Thou 
wilt have compassion on whom Thou wilt have com- 
passion, and mercy on whom Thou wilt have mercy; 
and, therefore, we are spared and blessed. Thou hast 
made us to differ, and we will glory in Thee alone. 

O Lord of all mercy and gooiiess, grant that this 
Sabbath may be to us a commencement of Sabbaths 
more holy, more profitable, and more happy in com- 
munion with Thee, than any which we have hitherto 
passed upon earth. Let the talents which Thou hast 
entrusted to us, whether of time, or property, or in- 
fluence, or strength, or abilities, be far more than ever 
heretofore traded with, or laid out for thy honour and 
glory, and the good of others. Whatever our talents be, 
whether many or few, or only one, still may we, every 
one of us, diligently occupy them till Thou our Lord 
shalt return. Let every gift of thy Spirit bestowed 
upon us, be in this year more beneficially employed in 
thy service : remembering that the manifestatiou of the 
Spirit is given to every man to profit withal. 

Lord, grant that in this year we may all of us be 
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made fiiller and richer blessings to one another and 
to all around us. Let none of us fail of thy design 
of love in bringing us together, and near to each other, 
that we may be fountains of light and comfort, of help 
and happiness to one another. Oh, let us never be 
a grievance and burden, but a constant spring of joy and 
gladness to all about us. 

Let this year be favoured with special revivals of 
grace in our family, in our congregations, in our Church, 
in our country, and in all the churches of Christ. Oh, 
let thy people grow rapidly, in these last days, in grace 
and in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. Let our 
faith be more lively and laborious, our hope more patient 
and abounding, our love more fervent and unwearied 
this year, than it has ever yet been. 

Let the folly of those who, in their voluntary humility 
and worshipping of angels, intrude into things which 
they have not seen, vainly puffed up in their fleshly 
mind, and not holding the head, become more and more 
manifest, and let them proceed no further. Eebuke 
the unclean spirits now abroad. Bring to nothing all 
designs for the spread of infidelity. Popery, and lawless- 
ness, so that those seduced may be ashamed and con- 
verted. Let all these devices of the enemy only advance 
the kingdom of Christ, ripen the knowledge, mature the 
graces, and enlarge the numbers of thy people. 

Oh, let thy Church awake and arise from the dust ; let 
her take unto her her beautifiil clothing, her robes of 
righteousness, her garments of salvation, and her orna- 
ments of a meek and quiet spirit. Let thy people 
everywhere be raised up together, and made to sit 
together in heavenly places in Christ; having their 
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conversation in heaven, and their affections set on things 
above. Thus let thy Church look forth as the morning, 
fair as the sun, clear as the moon^ and terrible as an 
army with banners. 

And oh, come and bless us in thy house and ordinances 
this day. Begin this first Sabbath, our God, with 
overflowing grace and love to every one of our souls, 
through Jesus Christ our only Saviour. 



FIKST SUNDAY IN THE TEAR: EVENING. 

How excellent is thy loving-kindness, O Lordl 
therefore the children of men put their trust under the 
shadow of thy wings ; they shall be abundantly satisfied 
with the fatness of thy house, and Thou shalt make 
them drink of the river of thy pleasures. From the heart 
we thank Thee for the dl privileges of this first 
Sabbath of another year, and for the quickening calls 
of thy providence and of thy word, to devote ourselves 
afiresh to Thee. 

We have indeed hitherto been too much like barren 
trees, planted in a fertile vineyard, but bearing no finiit, 
and cumbering the ground: but Thou graciously, in the 
riches of thy goodness, forbearance, and long-suffering, 
hast spared us for another year ; and still continuest to 
us the care of thy providence, the means of thy grace, 
and the strivings of thy Spirit. Lord, grant that this 
long-suffering may be for our salvation; that this good- 
ness may lead us to repentance. Oh that we may at 
length be neither barren nor unfruitful in the knowledge 
of our Lord Jesus Christ ! Let every one of us receive 
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such aid from thy Holy Spirit, that we may give all 
diligence to add to our fiaith virtue, to virtue knowledge, 
to knowledge temperance, to temperance patience^ to 
patience godliness, to godliness brotherly-kindness, and 
to brotherly-kindness charity, and so make our calling 
and election sure. 

O Lord, our souls do indeed cleave to the dust. They 
ought to soar upward, and to live as in thy presence; 
but we find, by sad and humbling experience, that they 
are perpetually grovelling here below, filled with the 
cares of this life, the deceitfulness of riches, and the 
lusts of other things : quicken Thou us according to 
thy word. If any of us are yet dead in sins, O God, 
who art rich in mercy to all them that call upon Thee, 
quicken us and make us new creatures in Christ Jesus. 
Are any of us cold and dull in spiritual things, we 
beseech Thee to renew a right spirit within us : quicken 
us, according to thy command, to love Thee with all 
our heart, and mind, and soul, and strength : quicken 
us, according to the sureness and fulness of thy promises: 
and never leave us nor forsake us till we rise from the 
life of feith and love here, to the enjoyment of eternal 
life in thy heavenly kingdom. 

O Lord, we trust that Thou hast put into all our 
hearts at this season some fresh desires to live more 
unto Thee — some new purposes of walking more closely 
with God, and more watchfully resisting the temptations 
of the world, the flesh, and the devil : that Thou hast 
led us to form some good designs and plans for the 
year now before us. Oh, strengthen us with might by 
thine own Spirit, to bring these desires and purposes io 
some good effect. 
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We earnestly beseech Thee to grant thy grace, that 
onr prayers may be more spiritual and fervent, more 
fall and constant : that our searching of the Scriptures 
may be more persevering and deep, more deyout and 
practical : that our public and social worship may be in 
spirit and in truth, less formal and more earnest ana 
fervent. We ask that our intercourse with one another 
may be less trifling, and vain, and empty, and more ftdl 
of Thee and of those things which belong to our ever- 
lasting peace, so that we may ever be seeking to please 
one another to our mutual edification. Cause us to 
grow up into Christ in all things. Whether sickness 
or health, pain or ease, joy or sorrow, weakness or 
strength, befal us, let all be accomplishing thy gracious 
designs of love, for our growth in grace and our being 
weaned from the world. In our slightest affliction let 
us not lose sight of our sin, as justly requiring it, and 
in our heaviest trials let us discern the strength and 
fidness of thy love in sending them. 

O Lord Jesus Christ, dwell in us and give us thy 
Spirit, that we may ever abide in Thee, and so be really 
fruitful. Eemove not the candlestick from our Church 
and from our land. Give us as a nation to prize our 
inestimable religious privileges — to repent of all our 
evil ways — ^to be watchful and strengthen the things 
that remain, which are ready to die ; and so be spared 
and blessed, and made a blessing to all other nations, 
to Jews and Gentiles in every land, through Jesus our 
Redeemer. Amen. 
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EPIPHANY, Jan. 6 : MORNING. 

Most gracious God, who hast revealed thyself not as 
the God of the Jews only, but also , of us Gentiles, for 
ever blessed be thy name for that largeness and ftdness 
of pity and grace in which Thou wilt have mercy on 
whom Thou wilt have mercy, and wilt have compassion 
on whom Thou wilt have compassion. Thou hast called 
upon us. Rejoice, ye Gentiles, with his people, — ^Praise 
the Lord, all ye Gentiles, and laud Him, all ye people. 
We desire now to answer to this gracious invitation, and 
as a family, this morning together to rejoice in Thee, and 
praise Thee for all thy grace and goodness to us. 

We would together extol and exalt thy name, while 
we celebrate and admire that mystery of grace and love 
revealed unto thy holy apostles and prophets, that the 
Gentiles should be fellow-heirs, and of the same body, 
and partakers of thy promise in Christ, by the Gospel. 

Lord, our forefathers were indeed Gentiles in the 
flesh, without Christ, aliens from the commonwealth of 
Israel, strangers from the covenant of promise, having 
no hope, and without God in the world ; but thanks be 
imto Thee, that now in Christ Jesus we who some time 
were afar off, are made nigh by the blood of Christ 
Jesus is our peace : He has broken down the middle- 
wall of partition, and through Him we both have access 
by one Spirit unto Thee, Father, and are admitted 
into fellowship in all the privileges and blessings of thy 
glorious Gospel, and are made ffeUow-citizens with the 
saints and of the household of God. 
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Oh, let not all this grace be void to our souls, through 
our unbelief and negligence. Give us to know our day 
of salvation and our accepted time.

O Lord, we beseech Thee to favour so greatly our 
beloved country that its colonies and commerce, its 
riches and dominion, may be consecrated to the blessed 
office of publishing the good tidings of great joy, free 
salvation through thy grace in Christ Jesus, through 
every part of the world. Bless all our religious societies, 
formed for this purpose — all their conductors — all their 
missionaries and labourers — all their missions, churches, 
and schools — all their converts from among the heathen — 
all their learners and scholars abroad, and all their friends 
and supporters here at home. Grant that no effort of 
mercy may be without a double blessing, according to 
thy faithftd promise : Blessed are the merciful, for they 
shall obtain mercy. And at length let thy ancient 
people Israel, seeing that salvation is thus come to us 
Gentiles, be provoked to jealousy, and through our 
mercy also obtain mercy. O God of Abraham, Qt)d of 
Isaac, and God of Jacob, hear us for our Redeemer's 
sake. Amen. 
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EPIPHANY, Jan. 6 : EVENING. 

(To be added to the usual Eamily Prayer.) 

God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of gloiy, 
who hast called us out of darkness into thy marvellous 
light, give unto us the spirit of wisdom and revelation 
in the knowledge of Christ ; the eyes of our under- 
standing heing enlightened, that we may know what is 
the hope of thy calling, and what the riches of the gloiy 
of thy inheritance in the saints ; and according to thy 
great love quicken and raise us up together, and make 
us sit together in heavenly places in Christ Jesus.

Let us boldly confess thy truth before all the kingdoms of 
the earth, and use the vast means which Thou hast given 
for diffusing the pure light of the Gospel of the grace of 
Groi throughout the world, for our Redeemer's sake.

Honour us with large usefulness here, 
preservation in the hour of temptation, and fiill joy in 
the day of Christ. All these great things we ask of 
Thee, for the worthiness of Jesus Christ our Lord and

Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

VII. Forgive, most gracious Father, all that we have 
this day done — of evil, and left undone — of good : our 
sins of heedlessness and of wilfulness : our sins com- 
mitted against light and knowledge : our ignorance and 
negligence. Remember not against us our past or pre- 
sent iniquities ; but according to thy mercy remember 
Thou us, for thy goodness' sake, that we may neither 
lie down to sleep under thy displeasure, nor rise but 
with the hope of thy favour, through our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. Amen. 

VIII. O Lord, keep us mindfiil at the close of every 
day, that the end of all earthly things is to us at hand, 
that our days are numbered, and that the appointed 
time of our lives here below is hastening to its close. 
Lord, grant that we may work the works which Thou 
hast given us to do, while it is called to-day, and before 
that night comes when none can work. Grant that our 
daily life, being spent in thy fear and favour, may be 
a daily preparation for thy coming ; so that death may 
no more be a terror to our prepared souls, than sleep is 
to our wearied bodies ; and this we beg for Jesus Christ's 
sake« Amen* 
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TX. O Thou, who art the Father of lights, grant that, 
amidst the sliades of darkness, which the night has 
gathered round us, in thy Kght we may see light. O send 
out thy light to bring us to that land where there shaD 
be no night ; and to the city which needs neither the 
sun nor moon to shine in it, of which the Lamb is the 
everlasting light; to Him be glory. Amen. 

X. O Lord God, who of thy abundant goodness hast 
ordained the day for labour, and the night for rest, deny 
us not this night's rest after this day's toil. Li the hours 
of helplessness and silence, be Thou our defender and 
shield; and cause us to rise up with bodies refreshed 
and strengthened, and hearts disposed and fitted for 
thy service, through our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Amen. 

XI. Merciful God, we commit ourselves to thy watch- 
ful providence. Forsake us not when, in our sleep and 
upon our bed, we liave no power to help or protect our- 
selves; defend us and our habitation; deliver us from 
the power of evil spirits and of evil men, and grant that, 
whether sleeping or waking, living or dying, we may be 
thine, and continue thine for ever, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen. 

XII. Grant, O Lord, that the close of the day inay 
turn our thoughts to the end of our lives; that our 
necessary sleep may be the memento to us of the coming 
inevitable stroke of death, and our bed of the grave ; that 
so, being always vigilant, and prepared for our last end, 
when death comes, it may no more aflfright us, than night 
aflfrights us now, but we may be sustained on the bed of 
death in the same power in which we lie down to take
